Theye gre at Nast 150,000 licensed automobiles in the three Prairie Prov- 
inces, and it is undoubtedly a safe and conservative estimate to place an aver- 
age value of $1,000 on these cars. This represents an approximate invest- 
ment for cars alone of one hundred and fifty millions of dollars. 

The purcliase of a car is, however, but the beginning of the expense bill. 
In the cities and larger towns ownership of a car involves thé. building of a 
gatage in which fo house it, or the payment of a monthly rental for storage 
in a public garage. Duilding, permits recorded in Western cities in recent, 
years include thousands of permits for private garages, and the cost of these 
would in the aggregate provide for the.erection of many residences. 

Then before the car can be operated a Government license must be ob: 
tained, The*cost of these vary. according to sige and cost of the cars, but 
a low average may be placed at $15.00 per car, or a total of two and one-half 
millions of dollars paid to- Governments. + 

Gasoline and oils.are a further requisite if a car is not to stand idle. 
Again striking averages it is hrobably not excessive to assume an average of 
two gallons of gasoline per car per day for, sa¥, a period 200 days in the year. 
Any less average consumption than this would mean that a car owner, was not 
getting value in service for his capital investment in a car. Gasoline con+ 
suipption weuld, therefgre. amount to 300,000 gallons a day, or 60,000,000 gal- 
lons for th€ 200-day period, and at 35 ‘cents’per gallon will reach ihe sub- 
stantial ‘total of $21,000,000. Add oils and the bill will not fall far short of 
twenty-five millions. of dollars for power and lubrication. 

Then comes the bill, extremely difficult to estimate, for tires, repairs, re- 
charging and replacement of batteries, and public garage services of one kind 
and andthr. Let this be placed at the'low average of $100.00 per car—some 
new cars will run less than this, but others will exceed it several times over 
in a season—and another fifteen mililons of dollars js added’ to the total. 

Still another item is that for insurance on the. ear against theft, fire, per- 
sonal liability and property Joss; also insurance ‘against fire on the garage 
building. Some car owners may not protect themselves in this way, but as 
a strictly business proposition they should. Put insurance down at an aver- 
age of $30.00 per car, which is too low, ‘and it comes to four and one- -half aaa 
lions! of dollars. 

These are the main cost items of Kateripeulan in the three Prairie Prov- 
inces, but they do not include many other items too numerous to mention, 
They represent a formidable bill of two hundred millions of dollars, or an aver- 
age of $100.00 for every man, woman and child in this Western country. 

Eliminating. the original capital investment/for the cars, and charging. sev- 
en per cent. on. the money so invested, it will be found that the annual cost 
of maintaining the West's large and steadily increasing fleet of motor cars is: 
between fifty and sixty millions of dollars. 

To the extent that cars are used for bu™ness purposes, and are, therefore, 
revenue producing for the owner, this large expenditure in tliese so-called 
“hard times” may be justified. But it is a pretty well recognized fact that 
tens of thousahds OT these-cars have been purchased and-are used for pleas- 
uré purposes only. 

Ownership of cars was kept in bounds and limited sowleng as the pur- 
chase of one was a spot cash proposition, although even then some peeple 
were foolish enough to mortgage their homes and businesses to buy a car. But 
when the manufacturers adopted the policy of selling cars on time with a 
small cash payment down, it became a case of ‘Keeping up with the Joneses,” 
and everybody: began doing it, many little realizing that the monthly cost of |. 
upkeep: of a car was all their resources could stand without also having 


.. monthly payments to meet on the purchase price.

Admit Germany To 
Chamber Of Commerce

French Minister or Finance Supports 
Motion of Belgian Member 

Germany has been admitted to 
membership in the International 
Chamber of Commerce, 

The motion admitting Germany was 
made by one of {he Belgian members 
and supported by Etienne Clementel, 
French minister of finance, on behalf 
of the Cabinet. ~ 

The motion was. adopted by the 
council of thé-chamber unanimously. 
Only two conditions were made by 
the ‘councif on ithe German member- 
ship. The first one was that Ger- 
man commercial \intergsts. should 
agree to a former resolution of the 
chamber respecting reparations, and 
second, that the Dawes’ report be ac- 
cepted, 
The Garman Chamber of Com- 
merce has been organized, for some 
time in the hope that its delegates 
would be admitted -to the interna- 
tional body. 

Sir Alan G. Anderson, British con- 
troller of naval construction, came 
from Londoa especially to present 
considerations for admitting ‘Germany. 
immediately. “He said that in this 
period of conciliation it would be of 
the first importance for financial and 
business men of other countries to sit 
on the same board’ with Germany and 
learn-at first hand how the German 
economic interests felt. 

M. Clementel in an earnest address, 
sald that the Frenchmen could now 
discuss common questions with, Ger- 
mans face to fase. 

The Belgian members showed strong 
emotion in moving the resolution for 
the admission of Germaiy, it has been 
from Belgium rather than from France 
that the opposition to admitting Ger- 
many had come préyiously. aia

Using Hydrogen For . 
Inflating Dirigibles 
British Specifications Call For Use Of 
inflammable Material 

In spite of frequent disasters to the 
rigid type of dirigible, the airship {s to 
be. given further trlal- by the British 
Government. The record of the Shen- 
andoah, though still brief, is encour- 
aging, The longer record of the 
R-34, the British craft, which visited 
New York a few years ago, it notable. 
The tragedies of the R-38 (ZR-1) and 
the Roma do #ot prove that dirigible 
safety is impossible to attain. 

The Shenandoah “ts inflated. with 
But that~gas, while non-in- 
flammable, has disadvantages. It is 
hot so buoyant as hydrogen and an 
insuperable, objecttion to it, from the 
British viewpoint, 1s that it is ob- 
tainable only on this continent. The 
dream of a quick airship service’ be- 
tween-Australia and England, via In- 
dia, Singapore -and Ceylon, hardly 
could be realized if the precious hel- 

m had to be brought from America. 

So the specifications for the 4wo- 
great airships authorized by the Mac- 
Donald Government of Great Britain 
call for inflation with the highly in- 
flammable hydrogen. It is believed, 
however, that safeguards in the vicin- 
ity of the internal-combustion engines 


will reduce ‘the risks of fire to the Th 


minimum, It is pointed out that it is 
the gasoline vapor about the engines 
which has fired first, thus setting off 
the hydrogen, A great advantage in 
hydrogen is that the surplus which 
now is allowed to escape as the bur- 
den of the ship decreases on a long 
trip, through consumption of fuel and 
other stores, maf be used for fuel for 
the engines themselves. -- This would 
increase the cruising range.—From 
the Buffalo Express.

Searching For Old Melaies 


Library of ivan IV. Believed to Be 
Concealed in Moscow 

Search for the seeret library of [van 
1V., known as ‘the Terrible,’ has been 
taken up by the Soviet authorities th 
Moscow, according to descendants of 
Doctor Paul Westermana, a clergyman 
of Dorpat, who originally started the 
task some 200 years ago 

Records kept by Pr. Wo estergpuann, 
which are In possession of his rela- 
tives, show that the library. now be 
ing sought consisted chiefly of books 
in the old Greek and -grptian lan 
guages dating back as far as the 
fourth eentury. Many of these had 
been taken to Moscow by the Greek 
Princess, Sophie Palaeologa, at the 
ime she‘becaine*the bride of Ivan UL 
«van the Wyrrible “became ‘Obsessed 
with the TEA that efforts were being 


made by all the world fo rob him of 
his treasures, especially his library, 
and it Was on this acéeunt that he 


coneluded to remove the books to a
